(U//FOUO) FBI and DHS then each provided their segments on respective actions taken to thwart terrorist attacks on 
the Homeland. 
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(U//FOUO) Senator Clinton opined to DHS that it would be helpful if the Department could provide a weekly threat 
update to the American population rather than as has been the case with periodic, sensationalized events. She believes 
this will keep the message more consistent and in the back of peoples minds.
